WHY THE KU-KLUX ARE NOT TRIED.

Lomisvirne, March 22.—Colonel G, O. Whar-
ton, United Siates District Attorney for Ken-
mciiy. will publish the following card, in the
Loulsville papers, to-morrow morning, in rep y
to a portion of Senator Stevenson's speech in the
Sepate on the Kn-klux bl —

To the Public:—In & recent debate in the Senate
of the United Btates, between Senator Shorman an
Senator Stevenson, I fud the jollowing paragraph in
the speech of the latter named Senntor:—

I have not done With this transaction yet, The
Federal Court, the Federal officers, knew who the
man was who attempted this ountrage. He did not
live there: his politlos was not disclosed. Why did
not the Federal au horities arrest iim for an aggres.
sion upon a Federalngent? 1t wasa crime. | made
it the subject of a speclal message. Ispoke as |
gpeak now—1do not care who he was—in terms of
the strongest condemnation; and I think all good
men of every party agree with me, But why was he
not bronght to trisl? It was an interference with a
mall ronte; the Federal Courts have jurisdiction.
Why was he not arrested? Why was he not indlotaa?
Wh{ was he not tried? Then, [ presume, the world
would know what his politics are. Now, let me tell
my honorable friend that wheneverthat is disclosed
he will find that the man was 8 Repablican aond not
& Ku-kinx (Inughter), or, if he I1s & Kn-klux that che
Republicaus have as many Ko-kiuxes as the Demo-
Crats,

Theee words were uttered in a debate tonch-
ing the attack made in January last at North
Benson, near Frankfort, upon W. H. Gibson,
United States Mail Agent on the route between
Loulsville and Lexington, and in that debate
Senator Stevenson endeavored Lo show that the
attack was the act of one man unconnected with
any organized band. The idea which hia lan-

uage conveys is that the offender has not been

]t;;.'.‘hl- to trial because he was o Repablican in
olitics.
i As to the Federal Court, I have only Lo say
that the Judge has no information, so far as I
know, upon the subject of the outrage beyond
what the newspapers contain. All (hat be can
do he has done, viz , to call the attention of the
nd jury to the violation of the law. Unless

e graud juries are furnished witn facts upon
which to lound our indictments, there can be
no trial or prosecution, as Senator Stevebson
well knows. In my sphere of official duty I
have exbansted every eifort to bring the offend-
ere Lo justice.

No one has or will put me or any other Fede-
ral officer in possession of fucts upon which to
found un indictment. They, doubtless, fear the
fate which recently befell a Mr. Lighter, a eciti-
zen of Bhelby county, who, having divalged
some of the acts of the Ko-klox, was, upon his
return to his home, taken out in the night time
by an organized band and hung, for no other
reason than that he gave information to some
of the State authorities about the Ku-klux.

As to the politica of the man referred to, and
whom rumor designated as one of the offenders,
I have no knowledge or information whatever,
and never heard anything upon the subject until
I eaw In S8enator Blevenson's speech the confl-
dent declaration that he was a Republican. It
gseems that the Senator is upon terms of familiar
intercouree with some of the Ku-klux, or that
he bas means of information which I bave not.

Hig chief anxiety seems to be to ascertain the
potitics of parties rather than to have the law
vindicated and Ku-klux suppressed. As o law-
abiding citizen he should Eave communleated
the facts to me before indulging Iin reflections
upon Federal officers who he well knew were
more anxious and more determined, so far as
they could be, to suppress Ku-klux and all
disturbers of the peace than Senator Stevenson
semﬁ:ed to he when he was Governor of Ken-
tucky.

While he was Governor of Kentuck{ murders
and outrages were commitied almost in sight of
the Capitol, and the Benator who (s so swift to
ebarge others with dereliction of official duty
was, in the midst of these tronbles, as feeble
and helpless as a babe; while Federal officers,
within the knowledge of the S8enator, were en-
deavoring, but without success, to ebtain facts
upon which to base a prosecution against the
offenders, so far as the Federal Court had juris-
diction.

The attempi of Senator Stevenson to creale
the impreseion that there does not exist in Ken-
tucky an organized band of lawless men, more
powerful in some portions of the State than the
civil authorities, will create surprise If not con-
tempt with all candid people in this State, many
of whom know, as I do, that the intimidation
of the Ku-klux has in its effecls even reached
the Grand Jury of the Federal Courl. If Sena-
tor Stevenson will exhaust the sources of infor-
mation which he seems to have, and give me
facts and names, he may confidently rely upon
offenders being brought o justice without any
inquiry as to polities,

'i'he Senator has personal reasons to know
that In the Federal courts prosecutors are not
influenced by the polities of the offender or
the alleged offender ageinst the law. If the
charges or Iotimations of the Senator are
tounded on fact, | am nnworthy to hold my pre-
seut position, and [ demand that the Senator
give bis autbority for the suggestion that the
offender or mf of them referred to have not
been arrésted, indicted, and tried becanse of a
dieposition of wyself or other Federal officers to
the discharge official duties from political or
other considerations. :

Elopements are by no means unususl oceur-
rences now-a-days, but one which oecarred in
Allegheny a few days sinee is so different in lts
<haracter from the nsual elopements thatl it can
only be classed among the extraordinary.

It appears that some time sloee o young man,
bailing from Phlladelphia, settled in Allegheny
City, and finally marr & young woman who

el in one of the suburbs. The domestlc
relaliens of the couple seemed to be of the most
pleassnt character, and the husband, energetic
and industrious as he was, seemed to be pros-
pering. Bome months since the father of the
young man, who was of conslderable
means, and a resldent of Philadelphia, paid a
visit to his son. He remained a short time and
then returned to his home. Before leaving,
bowever, he congratulated his son upon (he
excellent e:ddu hie bad made lﬁhl:llluu-imon !ln.l
alllance, and ex himself well pleased in
every way with e danghter-in-law.

He & cordial
welcome, and indulged in jdea that this
socond vislt bad been prompied solely by a

deslre on the part of the father to enjoy thn |
pleazure which his home afforded, The father
wade no lmmediate effort to undecelve the son
aa to the real object of the visit, but the object
wae pot lopg to remaln concenled.

On Monday night, when the son eame homa,
the wife In the most ealm and dellberate mannor
siatedl that she bad s few words o say to him.
She commenced by assuring bhim that she had
always found him to bea kind and true husband,
and that she had not one complnint to make

ainst him. Bhe had discovered, however, that
:ﬁu did not love him as well as ghe might, and
that sne had concluded to leave him. In the
game en m, imperturbable manoer she Informed
him that she had discovered that ghe loved the
father, and that she intended to go with bim.
The father, who was present, corrobornied the
slatement. The father and wife did leave that
night, deepite the watehfulness of the husband.
Before leaving, the couple visited the house of a
sister of the wife, and took & friondly leave.
The husband truced them to that place and
thence to the depot, but could not ascertain
whethier they went East o» West. He was so sur-
priced at the suddenvess of the affalr, and the
coolnegs and deliberation which characterized
the plan, thal be seems to have been noable to
tnke any effective measures to prevent its suc-
cess.

Since the depariure, word has been gent East
and West. It has also been ascertalned that the
father converted all his available property in
Ihiladelphia into cash before leaving, and it is
nups\nf-ﬂd he bas with him upwarda of ten thou-
eund dollars in money. His wife aud family in
Philadelphia knew nothing of his operations
unti] receiving word from the deserted husband,
and then Investigations made revealed the fact
that he bad disposed of the bulk of his pro-

erty. He had glill a suflicient amount left to

eep the family from want. It would seem that
the elopement was planned durlng the first visit,
as circumstances have come Lo light which indi-
cate that, if the husband had mads any deter-
mined effort o frustrate the design, he would
bave been gquieted effectually.

The extrsordinary character of the affair,
the strange infatuation of the old man, and the
still more strange readiness of the wife Lo bacome
a party to the double wrong, makes the case one
of unusual Interest.

Mnyors' Address Selzed by the Mob,

Panris, March 24.—The insurgent committee
yesterday seized the copies of an address to be
issued by the Mayors of Paris, at the printing
office of M. Daupont. The office has since been
guarded by a battalion of the friends of order.

The Alnrm Yesterday
in the vicinity of the Bank of France was cansed
by the seizure by the loyal National Guards of
two cart-loads of breech-loaders, under the care
of the agents of the insargent committee. The
ofticial journal of the Central
Commliitee asserls that numerons

and gays all pergong renderiog themselves liable
to suspicion in this connection will be lmme-
diately arrested and delivered to the commitiee
for trial.

Definniting Unlied Stnies Paymnaters.
D:ispateh to the Associated Prans,

WasmingTON, March 25, —In the casas of
Paymasters James B, Giraud, Willlam 4, Marcy,
and Charles H, Lockwood,tried some time since
by court-martial in Washington, for scandalouns
conduet in not settling their accounts, and for
the embezzlement of the pablic moneys, the
Secretary of the Navy has confirmed the sen-
tence of dismissal from tho navy rendered
in each case, but he hue not conlirmed the sen-
tences of fine and lmprisonment, oo the ground
that these are of doubtful legality and incapable
of proper exeention under military authority,
while in the eivil courta, which have concurrent
jurisdiction of the offenses, the authority is clear
and the remedy perfect.

In the case of Paymaster Richard Washing-
ton. the court having found that he did appro-
priate nrmg money Lo his own use, and bhaving
recommended him to clemency, the sentence
is mitigated to suspension from rank, duty, and
pay for the term of six months. This declsion
does not aiffect the liability of the securities Lo
make good the Government loeses, nor the pro-
secution of the offenders in the elvil courts,

A few years siuce Lhe city of Cleveland dedi-
eated & bandsome monument to the mewmory of
Comwmodore Perry and the heroes of the battle
of Lake Erie, )

Atthat time there was a small band of those
beroes gathered together Lo witness the lmpos-
ing ceremonies of the oceaslon —less than
twenty of them, If we remember corréctly—and
glpee that Ume one by one they have been
called to rest from thelr labors, untdl this wmorn-
ing Dr. W. T Taliaferro, of this city, the only
oue of tbat gallant company known o remain,
mel l;ia last enemy, and succumbed to the fate

of all

Dr, Tallaferro was born at Newington, Orange
county, Ve., January 16, 1795. In the war of
1812, young Tallaferro, then only seveateen
years of age, volunteered In the army then fight-
ing agalost Evngland. The regiment to which
be belonged was statloned near Sandusky Bay,
and it was while they were there that the con-
fliet between the British and Upited Biates
pevies, which was afterwards made famous at
the battle of Lake Erie, was imminent.

Duriog vhe Istter part of August ol that year
Commodore Perry issned a call for naval re-
ernits from the army stationed near Bandusky,
and of tbe regiment to which voung Tallaferro
belonged twenly-seven enlisied, hlmselfl being
ope of the number

He was one of the seamen oun the vessel
Boners, which ecame into the battle of Lake
Erle as ove of the reserves. It did good fight-
ing, however, and a pumber of those on board
were |n{nn-d. and we believe one or two killed.

In 1818 be was bonorably discharged from the
service of the United Statea. 1n 1816 bhe removed
to Philadelpbia, where, under the pupilage of
Professor Chapman and the lectures of one of
the wedical colleges of that city, he spént more
than & year. He then prac medicine In
Cineinpati untll the year 1850, mnee which time

Parrs, March 25—(8pecial tothe N. Y. Tele-
gram).—The loyal battalions of the National
Guard occupy the market, Saint Honore, the
Palals Royal, Rue Montmartre, Grand Hotel
the Bourse, and the St, Lazare Railroad station.
Admiral Bolsset, who i3 In command of the
National Guard, has ten thousand men, with a
number of mitraillonses and other guns,

He is empowered hy the Government to offer
the insurgents amnesty, and in case of refasal
to sitack the insurgents in force, and secure the
Central Republican Commitiee.
